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Arnie, 
thank you for your letter. 


As you have observed, administrations' bans on 
amateur communications with certain countries is a 
sad fact of life. The situation in Libya is not unique. 
As but one example, it was not so long ago that 
some countries banned communication with ama- 
teurs in Communist countries. 


Every administration has a sovereign right to set li- 
censing conditions. Every licensee, whether a resi- 
dent of the country or not, is obligated to observe 
those conditions. The only alternatives are either to 
not accept the license or to not operate. That's a 
personal decision of each licensee/operator. 


From the standpoint of DXCC accreditation we cannot fault someone for abiding by the 
licensing conditions they were given. 


From talking with some of the 5A7A operators, | know that the situation was as frustrat- 
ing for them as it was for the operators who were unable to make contact with them. 
On the other hand, normalization of amateur radio in a country such as Libya where li- 
censes have not generally been available, usually takes time. Progress is made in 
small steps, as in the case of the People's Republic of China during the 1980s. Gener- 
ally the administration must be persuaded to allow some limited operation. If no prob- 
lems arise, the limitations may be relaxed in the future. The ultimate goal, of course, is 
for amateurs in the country to be able to communicate freely across the various barri- 
ers that divide people, in the best traditions of amateur radio. To achieve that goal, pa- 
tience is necessary (but unfortunately, not sufficient by itself). 


Finally, with regard to your point about funding, the only funding of DXpeditions by the 
ARRL is provided through the Colvin Award. The Colvin Award did not provide any 
funding for 5A7A.

==>"CELLULAR TELEPHONE" BILLS POSE POTENTIAL 
PROBLEMS FOR HAM RADIO OPERATION 


Bills aimed at thwarting "driving while cellular" and "driving while 

distracted" behavior have been introduced in several states, and most are 
worded broadly enough to potentially proscribe some Amateur Radio mobile 
operation. ARRL Regulatory Information Specialist Dan Henderson, N1ND 

, SO far has catalogued 11 active pieces of legislation. 

Bills introduced in Montana and New Mexico have been sidelined for now, but 
related measures -- more than one in some states -- remain alive in Georgia, 
New Jersey, Oregon, Texas, Vermont, Washington and Wyoming. Henderson 
reports that ARRL Field Organization volunteers and members called the 
League's attention to the various pieces of pending legislation, none of 

which specifically exempt Amateur Radio mobile operation. 


"In most cases we try to work to have language exempting Amateur Radio 
inserted into the bill, rather than narrowing by definition the behavior or 
activity the bill seeks to address," Henderson explains. "It is a far easier 
approach and removes ambiguity down the road." 


Henderson says that, if requested, the League will advise radio amateurs 
preparing to testify about a bill before a state legislative committee. "We 
offer some suggestions regarding what to cover and how to approach their 
testimony," he said. "We also will speak with legislators or their aides to 

try and clarify questions or help them craft language that help accomplish 
our goal of specifically exempting Amateur Radio operation from these 
measures." Most of the measures include exceptions for emergency 
communication and law enforcement agencies. 


THE PREZ SPEAKS 


At the last meeting, a spirited discussion was held regarding the recent 5A7A 
DXpedition. The outcome of the discussion was a narrowly contested vote in favor of 
the Club taking a position with respect to the amateurs 
who agreed to limitation imposed by Libya against mak- 
ing any contacts with Israeli amateurs, the ARRL for its 
decision to certify the DXpedition for credit, and CQ for 
similarly not taking a position in opposition to the imposed 
restriction. It would be fair to say that | was uncomfortable 
in the extreme with the task of writing the required letters 
to the ARRL and CQ, given the narrow margin by which the decision to act was made. 
It is my absolute intent to represent ALL of the Club's members in the best way possi- 
ble, and the outcome of the vote left me in an awkward position, to say the least. With- 
out naming names, | will tell you all that | have received some pretty tough feedback 
from some individuals strongly opposed to the Club's taking any action in the matter, 
and some equally strong feedback from members in support of our speaking out. 


In trying the thread the eye of this needle, | have created two letters, one each for the 
ARRL and CQ, neither of which demands anything or commits the Club to any action. 
The letters do, however, express disappointment that the DXpeditioners agreed to the 
restriction against making 4X contacts, and that neither the ARRL nor CQ took any 
public stand on the matter. In other words, in the case of the ARRL, it was one thing for 
“the national association for amateur radio” to decide to sanction the operation, but it 
would have been much more palatable if in doing so it had also expressed its opinion 
that the restriction ran counter to the spirit of international goodwill that ideally should 
characterize the global community of amateur radio operators. | expressed a similar 
view in the letter to CQ. 


The Prez continued 
It is my hope that, in handling the matter in this manner, all members of the Club will be 
able to be on board with the notion that, in the 21S century, notions of international 
walls against human communication are to be deplored, whether they are erected in 
Libya, North Korea, or even our own United States. | repeat: it is my goal to represent 
the SCDXC membership in its entirety. | hope that by handling the current situation in 
the manner | have described, | have been able to serve the Club and its members well. 
| also hope that such difficult situations will not be everyday occurrences over the 
course of the year! | have sent copies of the letters to Jim, N6DHZ for posting on the 
SCDXC website. Please take the time to view the letters to see whether | have man- 
aged to negotiate the rapids of this controversy acceptably, and don't hesitate to let me 
know how you think things like this should be handled in the future. Short of a Club de- 
cision never to take any positions on any controversial issues, however, it is likely that 
something akin to this will recur in the future, and as leaders in our hobby, we arguably 
do have some responsibility to set the example for our fellow amateurs. Okay, ‘nuff 
said. 

The year appears to be off to a nice start for the SCDXC. We've got lots of good stuff 
coming, and it's coming soon. Here's an overview of our year so you can mark your 
calendar. First, we've got the International DX Convention coming up in April. Offi- 
cially, it's Saturday and Sunday, 4/28-29. Of course, most will arrive on Friday to check 
in, eyeball and/or golf, and perhaps go to one of the unofficial Friday night Convention 
dinners: Contest, IOTA, FOC, or "just plain friends in a restaurant somewhere". Some 
of us, eager to get a jump on the weekend, will even arrive on Thursday. Check out 
the nicely developing website information at www.dxconvention.org. Incidentally, for 
those that don't already know, the John Jay is now a Comfort Inn, but they're honoring 
all old reservations. If you signed up last year for a room but haven't been called by 
them to confirm, you should get in touch NOW.
